The confeſſion of the Chriſtian faith. 
] Beleeve and confeſs my Lord God eterna], in- 
finice, unmeaſurable , incomprehenſible , and 


inviſible, one in ſubſtance, and three io perſon; 


Father , Son , and holy Ghoſt : who by his al- 
mighty power and wiſdom , hath not onely of 
nothing created heaven and earth, and all things 
therein contained, and man after his own imave, 
that he might 1n him be glorified; bur alſo by his 
fatherly providence governeth, maintaineth, and 
preſeryeth the ſame according to the purpoſe of 
his will. 

I believe alſo and confeſs Jeſus Chriſt the one- 
ly Saviour and Meflias : who being equal with 
God, made himſelf of no reputation, but took-0n 
him the ſhape of a ſervant,and became man; in all 
things like unto us except ſin, to.aſſure us of mer- 
cy and forgiveneſs. For when through our father 
Adams tranſgreſſions, we were become children 
of perdition, there was no means to bring us from 
the yoke of fin and damnation, bur onely Jeſus 
Chriſt our Lord ; who giving us that by grace, 
which was his by nature , made us through faith 
the children of God : Who when the fulneſs of 
time was come, was conceived by-the power of 
the holy Ghoſt, born of the. virgin Mary accord- 
ing tothe fleſh, and preached in earth the goſpel 
of falvation : till at length by tyranny of the 
prieſts, he was guiltleſs condemned under Ponti- 
us Pilate then Preſident of Jewry , and moſt 
ſlanderouſly hanged on the croſs berween two 
theeves, as a notorious treſpaſſer ; where taking 
upon him the puniſhment of our fins, 'hedeliver- 
ed us from the curſe of the law. And foraſmuch 
as he being onely God could not feel death, nei- 
ther being onely man could oyercome death ; he 
joyned both together, and ſuffered his humanity 
to be puniſhed with moft cruel death , feeling in 
himfe]f the anger and ſeyere judgement of God, 
even as he had been in extreme torments of hel}, 
and therefore cried with a loud voice , My God, 
my God, why haſt thou forſaken me ? Thus of his 
mercy without compulſion, he offered up himſeK 
as the onely ſacrifice to purge the ſins of all the 
world: So that all other ſacrifices for fin are blaſ- 
phemous, and derogate from the ſufficiency here- 
of, Which death albeit it did ſufficiently recon- 
cile us to God , yet the Scriptures commonly do 
attribute our regeneration, to his reſurrection, 
For as by. riling again from the grave the third 
day, he conquered death ; even ſo the vittory of 
our faith ſtandeth in his reſurreC&tion : and there= 
fore without the one we cannot feel the benefits 
of the other. For as by his death fin was taken 
away, ſo our righteouſneſs was reſtored by his re- 
ſyrreion, And becauſe he wonld accompliſh all 
things, and take poſſeſſion for us in his kingdom, 
he aſcended into heaven..to enlarge the ſame 
kingdom by the abundant power of his Spirit, by 
whom weare molt affured of his continual inter- 
ceſon towards God the. Father for us. And al- 
though he be in heaven as touching his corporal 
preſence, where the Father hath now ſet hum at 
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his right-hand, committing unto him the admini- 
ſtration of all things, as well in heaven above, as 
in the earth beneath , yet is he preſent with us 


tus members, even tothe end of the world ,,in J 


preſerving and governing us with. his effeQual 
power and grace : Who, when all things are ful- 
filled which God hath ſpoken by the mouth of all 
his prophets ſince the world began, will come in 
the ſame viſible form in the which he aſcended, 
with an unſpeakable majelty, power, and compa- 
ny, to ſeparate the lambs from the goats , the 
elect from the reprobate : ſo that none whether 
he be alive then, or dead before, ſhall eſcape his 
Judgement, 

Moreover,I believe and confeſs the holy Ghoſt, 
Ged equal with the Father and the Son ; who re- 
generateth and fanGtifieth us, ruleth and guideth 
us unto all truth, perſwading us molt affuredly in 
our conlciences, that we be the children of God, 
brethren to Jeſus Chriſt, and fellow-heirs with 
him of life everlaſting. 

Yet notwithſtanding tt is not ſufficient to be- 
lieve that God is omnipotent and mercitull, that 
Chriſt hath made ſatisfaction , or that the holy 
Ghoſt hath his power and effeR,except we do ap- 
ply the (ame benefits to-us which are-Gods elect, 
I believe therefore and confeſs one.holy Church ; 
which ( 2s members of Jeſus Chriſt the onely 
Head thereof) conſent in faith, hope and char1- 
ty, uſing the gifts of God, whether they be tem- 
poral or ſpiritual, to the profit and furtherance 
of the ſame. Which Church is not ſeen to mans 
eye, but onely known to God :. who of the loſt 
ons of Adam , hath ordained ſome as veſlels of 
Wrath to damnation, and hath choſen others as 
veſſels of his mercy to be ſaved; the which in due 
time he calleth co integrity of life , and god] 
converſation , to make p. a glorious Churc 
in himſelf. But that Church which 1s viſible and 
ſeen to the eye, hath three rokens and marks 
whereby it may be known, Firſt;the word of Ged 
contained in the old and new teſtament : Which 
as It 1s above the authority of the ſame Church, 
and onely ſufficient to inſtru& us in all things 
concerning ſalyation ; ſo is it left for all degrees 
of men, to read and underſtand, For without this 
word, neither Church, Council, nor Decree can 
eſtabliſh any point rouching ſalvagion, The (e- 
cond 1s the holy Sacraments, to wit, of Baptiſm, 
and the Lords Supper. Which Sacraments Chrilt 
hath left unto us as holy figns and ſeals of his 
promiſes. For as by Baptiſm once received, is 
fgnified, that we (as well infants, as others of 
age and diſcretion ) being ſtrangers from God 
by original fin, are received into his family and 
congregation, with full affurance, that although 
this root of fin lie hid inus, yer to the ele -it 
ſhall not be imputed ; ſo the Supper declareth, 
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that God as 2 mot provident Farther, doth noc 
onely feed our bodies, bur alſo ſpiricually nou- 
riſheth our ſouls with the graces and bencfics of 
eſus Chrift , which the Scripture calleth eating 
of his fleſh, and drinking of his bloud, Neither 
muſt we in the adminiſtration of theſe Sacraments 
follow mans fantaſie ; but as Chriſt himſelf hath 
ordained, ſo muſt they be miniſtred, and by ſuch 
as by ordinary vocation are thereunto called. 
Therefore whoſoever reſerveth and worſhippeth 
theſe Sacraments , or contrariwiſe contemneth 
them in time and place , procureth to himſelf 
damnation, The third mark of this Church is 
Eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline; which ftandeth in ad- 
monition , and correction of faults. The final 
end whereof is excommunication by the conſent 
of the Church determined , if the offender be 
obſtinate, And beſides this Eccleſiaſtical Di- 
ſcipline, I acknowledge to belong- to this 
Church a politick Magiſtrate , who miniſtreth 
to every man juſtice, defending the good, and 
pn_y the evil; to whom we mult render 

onour and obedience in all things which are 
not contrary to the word of God. And as Mo- 
ſes, Ezechias , Joſias , and other good rulers 
purged the Church of God from ſuperſtition 
and 1dolatry : fo the defence of Chriſts Church 
appertaineth to Chriſtian Magiſtrates, againſt 
all 1dolarers and hereticks , as Papilts , Ana- 
bapriſts , with ſuch like limbs of Antichriſt, to 
_ w all do&trine of ore and men 3 as 
the maſs , purgatory , limbus patrum , prayers 
to ſaints, ba Te $5 dead, Ceouwilt, a. 
ion of meats, apparel and days, vows of ſin- 
gle life , preſence at ido-ſeryice, mans-merits, 
with ſuch like, which draw us from the ſocie- 
ty. of Ckriits Church wherein ſtandeth onely re- 
miſſion of fins , purchaſed by Chrifls bloud to 
21] them that believe , whether they be Jews 
or Gentiles , and lead us to a vain conidence 
in creatures, and truſt in our own imagina- 
tions, The punithment whereof although God 
ofrentimes deferreth in this life, yer after the 
general reſurrection , when our ſou!s and bo- 
dies ſhall riſe again ro immortality, they ſhall 
be damned to unquenchable fire : and then 
we which have fortaken all mens witdom to 
cleave unto Chriſt, thall hear the joyfull voice, 
Cone ye bleſſed of my Father, inherit the king= 
dom prepared for you from the beginning of the 
world ; and ſo ſhall go triumphing with him in 
body and ſoul to remain ever:aſtingly 1n Foy: 
where we ſhall ſee God face to face , and thall 
no more need to inſtruft one another ; we 
{Hall all know him from the highelt co the low- 
et, To whom with the Son and the holy Ghoſt, 
be all praiſe, honour, and glory, now and ever, 
So be it,
